MOSCOW — A band of Crime- 
an Tatars who tested official toler- 
ance with an extraordinary over- 
night protest in Red Square won a 
promise Sunday of a meeting with a 
top Soviet official but they failed to 
gam an audience with Mikhail S. 
Gorbachev. 

The group, which dwindled from 
more than 500 at the outset to 
about 100 early Sunday, left volun- 
tarily at about 3 P-M., 21 hours 
after beginning a pactful protest. 

Tatar activists said it appeared 
no one had been arrested. 

One activist said Andrei A. Gro- 
myko, toe Soviet president, was 


scheduled to meet with them at 
noon Monday. 

The protesters had earlier reject- 
ed a meeting with Mr. Gromyko, 
with one saying that toe 77-year- 
old president was “a representative 
of an old administration.” They 
had hope for a meeting with Mr. 
Gorbachev, toe Soviet leader. 

The protesters apparently settled 
for toe session with Mr. Gromyko 
as toe stalemate dragged cm be- 
tween the demonstrators and hun- 
dreds of policemen in Red Square. 

Mr. Gromyko heads a govern- 
ment commission formed last week 
to look into toe problems of tbe

U.S. Delays Gulf Escort

In Washington, Defense Secre- 
tary Caspar W. Weinberger said 
Sunday that toe navy’s anti-mine 
capabilities would be improved. 
“We have a minesweeping capabili- 
ty in toe Persian Gulf and it can be 
increased and will be increased,” 
Mr. Weinberger said in a television 
interview. 

Mr. Weinberger declined to be 
specific about what tbe navy plans 
to do, but Rear Admiral Harold J. 
Bemsea, toe top U.S. military offi- 
cer in the Gulf region, said Satur- 
day night the anti- min e measures 
have “to be right at tbe top of tbe 
list — no doubt about it We're 
going to be looking at aspects of toe 
mine problem very hard.” 

In another development, France 
ordered its Mediterranean fleet on 
Sunday to be ready to leave port 
within 24 hours because of in- 
creased tension in toe Gulf, toe 
Defense Ministry said. A Defense 
Ministry spokesman said toe air- 
craft carrier Clemenceau, two frig- 
ates and a supply ship would be 
ready to leave toe southeastern port 
of Toulon on Monday 

But he said toe fleet would not 
necessarily «ail- The spokesman 
said France had ordered tbe 24- 
bour alert as tbe latest step in a 
worsening diplomatic quarrel with 
Iran. 

The Associated Press said it was 
not dear how long toe lJ200-foot- 
Tring (360-meter-long)- Bridgeton 
would remain at toe Sea Island 
loading platform east of Mina al- 
Ahmadi, Kuwait’s main oil port. 

The tanker, one of toe world’s 
largest, normally shuttles oil from 
Kuwait to Khor Falckan just out- 
side toe Gulf for transfer to tankers 
whose owners are unwilling to ex- 
pose them to toe perils of the Gulf. 

Shipping sources told AFP that 
da mage to toe Bridgeton was not 
serious, adding that tbe 401,382- 
ton vessel would be able to start its 
voyage south to tbe Gulf of Oman, 
where its contents are to be trans- 
ferred to three other ships, before 
repairs are made. 

However, maritime salvage ex- 
perts quoted divers as saying that 
the damage to toe tanker was more 
serious than previously estimated. 
They told The AP that water 
flooded four of 3 1 compartments in 
tbe Bridgeton. 

“The Bridge ion should not be 


loaded before it is repaired," said 
one salvage agent based in Dubai, 
United Arab Emirates. However, 
the agent, who spoke to Tbe AP on 
condition of anonymity, also said: 
“The Kuwaitis and toe Americans 

might nonetheless load toe tanker, 
and that would be a political rather 
than technical decision.” 

Only two shipyards in the Gulf 
— one in Bahrain and another in 
Dubai — are capable of handling a 
vessel tbe size of toe Bridgeton, and 
shipping sources said both were 
heavily booked for an unspecified 
duration. 

The Bridgeton struck a mine in 
waters near Kuwait early Friday 
while being escorted by three U.S. 
Navy warships. 

In other developments, toe cap- 
lain of one of toe three U.S. Navy 
escort ships said be did not under- 
stand why toe flotilla did not have 
protection from mines. Pentagon 
sources in Washington said Kuwait 
See GULF.

Death Toll Reaches 375 
In Europe’s Heat Wave

ATHENS — At least 375 people 
have died in Greece. Turkey and 
Italy of causes related to toe heat 
wave that has swept southeastern 
Europe in toe past week 

In Greece, about 300 people 
have died, Greek medical officials 
said Saturday. All civilian and mfli- 
tary hospitals were placed on alert 
as temperatures soared to 45 de- 
grees centigrade (113 degrees Fahr- 
enheit) during the day, and 30 de- 
grees (86 F) at night. 

Many victims have been old peo- 
ple with heart or respiratory prob- 
lems. News reports suggested that 
hundreds more had died of causes 
related to toe heat wave. 


Water shortages have struck 
Athens, and taps often run dry on 
upper floors of apartment build- 
ings because of insufficient pres- 
sure. 

The beaches, even those unsafe 
for swimming because of pollution, 
have been crowded. 

In Turkey, at least 60 people 
have drowned while swimming in 
toe sea to cool off from toe heat, 
press reports said. Since last Mon- 
day, temperatures in southeastern 
Turkey have peaked at 50 degrees 
centigrade (122 F). 

In Calabria, Italy, 15 people 
have died because of toe heal, Ital- 
ian hospital sources said.

NEW DELHI —Indian negotia- 
tors have failed to persuade Sri 
Lanka’s main Tamil rebel group to 
accept peace proposals after two 
days of talks here, toe Press Trust 
of India reported Sunday. 

The news agency quoted Vdupfl- 
tei Prabhakeran, leader of toe Lib- 
eration Tigers of TamO Edam, as 
saying prospects were dim far sign- 
ing the pact on Wednesday as pro- 
posed by Sri .1 ^nka. 

Mr. Prabhakeran said the pro- 
posals, backed by toe Sri La n k a n 
and Indian governments, were un- 
satisfactory and would have to be 
improved. 

Sri 1 antom officials said Friday 
they had agreed with India on the 

outline of a peace aocord to end toe 
four-year insurgency by toe Tamils, 
and Prime Minister Rajiv Gandhi 
was said v> be preparing to meet 
Monday with the top Tamil rebel 
leader to encourage him to accept 
the plan. 

Tamil separatist leaders were set 
to meet Monday with Mr. Gandhi, 
and Tamil sources said he would 
give them no option but to accept 
the joint peace plan. 

They said toe mam rebel objec- 
tion concerned toe demand that 
they laydown their arms by Friday. 
One Tamil source said they would 
xum object to handing over their 
wcapons to the Indian authorities. 

He acknowledged that the mili- 
tant Tamils,, who depend on Indian 
good will to pursue their struggle, 
bad little room for maneuver.

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Warsaw Lets 
Church Use 
U.S. Funds to 
Aid Farmers

WARSAW — Poland’s Roman 
Catholic Church has won a signifi- 
cant concession from the Commu- 
nist authorities, gaining approval 
for a $10 million program, funded 
by the United States, to hdp pri- 
vate- Sector agriculture here. 

The government of General 
Wojdecfa Jaruzelski has granted a 
tax exemption and customs clear- 
ance for a church committee to 
import millions of dollars worth of 
badly needed farm machinery «nrf 
water-pumping equipment, a com- 
mittee official said. 

The government's action this 
month reversed a position main- 
tained during five years of previous 
‘ negotiations with the church. 

Funds for the imports wifi come 
from a $10 milli on u.s. donation. 

The funds were appropriated by 
Congress several years ago but nev- 
er used by the church because of its 
inability to obtain the tax and cus- 
toms waivers. A bill now pending 
in Congress would extend the ap- 
propriation into the next fiscal 
year, beginning in October. 

According to church officials, se- 
nior Polish officials also have indi- 
cated they could now permit the 
establishment of a nonprofit foun- 
dation that would institutionalize 
the aid program and seek to perpet- 
uate it with additional foreign do- 
nations as well as business activi- 
ties inside Poland. 

As currently planned, the project 
will start by providing farmers with 
the opportunity to buy machinery 
normally unavailable in Poland. 
The church then would use the 
money from the sales to finance 
water and sewage projects in rural 
villages. 

The government commitments 
suggest that the church will be able 
to revive, at least partially, a project 
that was a major priority during the 
early 1980s and that was strongly 
backed by the Reagan administra- 
tion and other Western govern- 
ments. 

The Polish Roman Catholic pri- 
mate, Cardinal Jozef Gieznp, or- 
dered the project abandoned in 
September 1986, saying that the 
government was unwilling to ac- 
cept the initiative. 

But Witold Trzcdakowski, the 
bead of the church committee, said 
that the government recently 
seemed to have given up its long- 
standing resistance, in part because 
the p reject had been scaled down 
and in part because of the increas- 
ingly pressing need to revive Po- 
land's economy.

ROME — A Palestinian who 
was acquitted of a minor role in the 
2985 hijacking of the AchiUe Lauro 
cruise ship fell or jumped to his 
death from Us fifth-flow apart- 
ment while trying to avoid extradi- 
tion to Syria. 

The police identified the man as 
Mohawat Said Gandura, 38. He 
was one of 15 persons tried in Gen- 
oa in 1986 in connection with the 
AchOle Lauro hijacking, in which 
an elderly American passenger, 
Leon Ktin^boffer, was killed. 

Mr. Gandura was acquitted of 
being a part of the hijacking con- 
spiracy. He was convicted of perju- 
ry for giving a false name and false 
information at the trial, but was 
acquitted of this charge on appeal 
During the trial be claimed he 
was a Palestine Liberation Organi- 
zation colonel who had been mis- 
takenly arrested while passing 
through Rome on his way to a se- 
cret mission in Beirut. The PLO 


denied that Mr. Gandura was part 
of (he organization. 

Mr. Gandura had remained in 
Italy since his trial because no 
country would accept him. On Sat- 
urday, the police arrested him. fol- 
lowing a Syrian request for his ex- 
tradition on frand charges. 

A police spokesman, Hkcardo 
Melik, said mat officers ax police 
headquarters had informed Mr. 
Gandura that be would be deport- 
ed to Damascus. Mr.- Gandura 
asked that be be taken first to . bis 
apartment in the Trastevere district 

of Rome so be could pick up some 
belongings and inform his .wife, 
Mr. Infelisi said. 

When the police took him to the 
apartment be bolted and locked 
himself in a bedroom.

Mubarak Wraps Himself in the Banner of Islam 

Egypt Tries to Ride Fundamentalist Tide, but Repress Violent Extremists

CAIRO — The National Demo- 
cratic Party of President Hosni 
Mubarak, in which the several con- 
tending factions range from social- 
ists to free- wheeling capitalists, is 
increasingly embracing Islamic 
symbols. 

In parliamentary elections in the 
spring, the party's posters used the 
color green and the crescent moon 
of Islam. Using the symbols is a

But the 
government cloaking itself in Is- 
lamic symbols, also has allowed the 
Moslem Brotherhood, which is of- 
ficially banned, to become the ma- 
jor opposition voice in Parliament 

Government officials say the

GENEVA — Switzerland has 
tightened security at airports and 
embassies following its derision to 
try a pro-Iranian Lebanese who 
seized an Air Afrique airliner on 
Friday and killed a French passen- 
ger, Swiss officials said. 

The hijacker, who identified 
himself as Hussein Ali Mohammed 
Hariri, 21, was captured at Gene- 
va's airport. 

The Swiss president, Pierre Au- 
berL decided against turning Mr. 
Hariri over to die French, saying: 
“The act of piracy was committed 
in Switzerland, therefore it's up to a 
Swiss court to judge the crime.’’ 

The Geneva prosecutor, Bernard 
Corboz, said the gunman would be 
charged with hostage-taking and 
murder, which carries a maximum 
sentence of life in prison. 

He seized the airliner during a 
flight from Rome to Paris, forced it 
to land at Geneva, demanded the 
release of pro-Iranian extremists 
jailed in France and West Germa- 
ny. and executed a French passen- 
ger. 

In Beirut, a previously unknown 
group calling itself the Green Cells 
threatened to strike at Swiss targets 
if Mr. Hariri was handed over to 
France. 

Of particular concern to Swiss 
officials are Swiss living in Beirut, 
where various foreigners are being 
held hostage by pro-Iranian ex- 
tremists.

U.S. Protests Cuban Media Campaii 
That Accuses Diplomats of Spying

HAVANA — With relations 
with toe United States at one of toe 
lowest points in years, toe Cuban 
government has asserted in an ex- 
tensive television and newspaper 
campaign that many U.S. diplo- 
mats here have been spying and 
plotting to assassinate President 
Fidel Casino. 

In a confidential diplomatic note 
that was made public by toe Cu- 
bans. toe United States said that it 
“energetically protests these latest 
acts of harassment” and it specifi- 
cally denied any plans to harm Mr. 
Castro. 

Cuba has given no evidence of 
spying by toe United States or of 
attempts to kill the president. 

However, Cuba has accused 151 
U.S. diplomats of various kinds of 
spying in Cuba over the last de- 
cade, and it has published names 
and photographs of many of them 
in a campaign that toe United 
States said had endangered toe 
diplomats' lives and obstructed 
their “legitimate diplomatic activ- 
ities." 

U.S. officials in Havana have 
been unwilling to discuss toe espi- 
onage charges beyond wbat is said 
in toe diplomatic note, which they 
acknowledge. 

Despite toe bitter war of words 
being waged by toe two nations, 
no sense of anti-Americanism is 
apparent in toe streets.

Life on the Mississippi 
Halted by a Traffic Jam

BUFFALO, Iowa — In a rare 
twist of nature, a massive, shifting 
sandbar has paralyzed traffic on 
the Mississippi River in this area, 
stalling hundreds of barges with 
millions of tons in cargo. 

A dredging boat from Sl Paul, 
Minnesota, moved downriver Fri- 
day to begin unplugging toe nauti- 
cal gridlock on toe historic river, 
toe busiest inland waterway in toe 
United States. 

Meanwhile; in an unmerciful 
beat wave with temperatures that 
exceeded 32 degree centigrade (90 
degrees Fahrenheit), toe river boat 
crews who push and puB toe grains, 
ores and petroleum upstream and 
downstream killed time on toe hu- 
mid decks like modem-day Huck- 
leberry Finns. They played cards, 
reded in catfish along the shore 
and swapped stories, some of them 
true. 

“We don’t have quite as much 
fun as he did, though.” said Rich- 
ard Miller, toe second male on toe 
Robert A. Knoke. a stalled tow- 
boat, alluding to the hero of Mark 
Twain’s novel about life on toe 
Mississippi River. Cleaning and 
painting chores, Mr. Miller said, 
filled some of the waiting time. 

“But the river, it hasn’t changed 
a bit,*' said Mr. Miller, a second- 
generation river man. It's still got 
a mind of its own. And when it 
says, *Stop for a while and be pa- 
tient.' well then, that’s what yon do. 
And you know that everything will 
beOJv.”

The incident is toe first of its 
kind in more than 10 years on the 
world’s thiid-longest river system.

season as toe busy river drains the 
Midwest’s bulk goods out to world 
markets — poses more than simply 
an annoyance. 

“Many of the Ma and Pa compa- 
nies on the river have already gone 
out of business," said Commander 
Tim Josiah, toe Coast Guard’s 
chief officer on the Upper Missis- 
sippi. “And something like this 
could put others that much closer 
to going under.” 

The dredging boat, operated by 
60 members of toe U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers, was expected 
to make the river passable for com- 
mercial vessels by early this week. 

Working like a giant vacuum 
cleaner, the diesel-powered dredge 
sucks the packed dirt and sand 
through pipes and spits out toe 
sediment at a disposal site on shore. 

The sandbar stretches about 
1,000 yards (912 meters) across the 
river. It was caused by a lack of 
rainfall, which has decreased the 
water depths in some spots from 10 
feet (three meters) to seven feet, 
and by toe unpredictably changing 
currents of toe winding river. 

The sand blockage, or shoal, was 
discovered on Sunday a week ago 
by the startled crew of a towboat 
that smacked bottom on its way 
from St. Paul to New Orleans. 

With toe barges idled, grain ele- 
vators, power plants and cement 
factories throughout the Midwest 
braced for problems caused by toe 
shortage of supplies. Much of the 
grain going downriver is headed for 
New Orleans, where oceangoing 
vessels will cany it to countries 
around the world. 

“If the fanners can’t get their 
grain to market,” said Commander 
josiah, “their losses could eventu- 
ally mean higher food prices for 
everybody.”

MANILA — A new Philippine 
Congress officially opens Monday 
under heavy security precautions, 
marking the next-to-Iast step in the 
country’s return to political nor- 
malcy and its delicate passage from 
dictatorial role to democracy. 

All that remains for (hat passage 
to be completed is for the country 
to conduct local elections to re- 
place the thousands of appointed 
mayors, governors and council 
members around the country who 
are holding the jobs on an interim 
basis. 

On Sunday. President Corazon 
C. Aquino set the date of the local 
elections for Nov. 9. The an- 
nouncement was one of 42 presi- 
dential decrees she issued on her 
final day of governing with near- 
absolute powers before the Con- 
gress convenes. 

The period of executive rule fol- 
lowed Mrs. Aquino’s abolition of 
the old legislature in March 1986. 

The House of Representatives, 
with 200 elective seats, and tbe 24- 
member Senate — both led by vet- 
eran lawmakers from past legisla- 
tures — are expected to quickly 
assert their independence from 
Mrs. Aquino as they try to redefine 
the balance of power and seize the 
initiative from the presidential pal- 

ace.

DETROIT — Job security for 
nearly 500,000 unionized U3. car 
industry workers threatened by 
foreign competition and cost-cut- 
ting will be the main issue when 
the United Automobile Workers 
begins national labor bargaining 
Monday with two major U.S. 
automakers. 

General Motors Corp. will be- 
gin the contract talks. On Tues- 
day, Ford Motor Co. is to start a 
s i m i l ar seven- week round of bar- 
gaining. 

Union concern over workers' 
futures was highlighted last week 
when GM announced permanent 
layoffs for 3,000 workers at fac- 
tories in four states later this year 
because of slow car sales. That 
pushed CM'S total number of re- 
cent layoffs past 40,000. 

Overall sales in the U.S. car 
market are down from last year’s 
record levels. 

The UAW represents 350,000 
workers at GM, 1 10.000 at Ford 
and about 50,000 laid-off mem- 
bers with re-employment rights. 

Current contracts expire on 
SepL 14. 

GM and Ford are determined 
to resist new contract agreements 
that would raise basic labor costs 
much beyond the current S25 an 
hour in wages and benefits, 
sources dose to the talks say. 

The companies also plan to op- 
pose any move to limit their 
streamlining operations, especial- 
ly freedom to buy parts from low- 
cost outside suppliers in the Unit- 
ed States or abroad.

DETROIT — By Christmas, 
David Sole expects to lose the job 
he has held for 16 years at Gener- 
al Motors Corp.’s antiquated 
Fleetwood plant in southwest De- 
troit.

But he and other autoworkers 
faring the same fate have a new 
reason for hope. 

When their union, the United 
Automobile Workers, begins bar- 
gaining for new labor contracts 
with GM and Ford Motor Co. 
this week, it plans to demand that 

the companies guarantee employ- 
ment to workers during the life of 
die new oon tracts. 

Although the onion does not 
seek lo preserve each existing job 
at each plant, it does want the 
companies to guarantee work, in 
some form, for its members. 

The ultimate goal is lifetime 
employment security, subject to 
renewal with every contract. 

A relatively small number of 
workers in U.S. industries thaL 
range from telecommunications 
to farm equipment to steel have 
begun to demand, and even to 
win, such guarantees. But a vic- 
tory in the trend-setting automo- 
bile industry would undoubtedly 
turn what has been a minor cru- 
sade into a major efforL 

“Guaranteed employment is a 
concept whose time has come,” 
Owen F. Bieber. president of the 
UAW, has declared. “We're going 
to tell the employers they must 
guarantee the jobs of their exist- 
ing work force and m aintain a 
strong manufacturing base here 
in America.” 

Outside of union circles, there 
is a heated debate about whether 
guaranteed employment is good 
for industry. 

Many business executives and 
economists argue that employ-

African foreign ministers have 
called for an international confer- 
ence to discuss the continent's 5200 
billion foreign debt, according to 
sources at their meeting here. 

The ministers, preparing for a 
summit meeting of the Organiza- 
tion of African Unity in Addis 
Ababa this week, on Friday in- 
structed tbe OAU secretarial, tbe 
UN Economic Commission for Af- 
rica and the African Development 
Bank to set up such a conference as 
soon as possible, the sources said. 

The ministers also said African 
countries should spend no more 
than 20 percem of export earnings 
on debt service. Africa as a whole 
paid creditors SI9 billion in 1986, 
about 42 percent of the S44 billion 
the continent earned from exports. 

The minis ters dropped plans to 
ask their creditors to waive all the 
debt by convening it into grams. 

The foreign ministers expressed 
disappointment over what they 
termed a lad: of concern shown by 
Western industrial countries about 
Africa's debt, the sources said. 

Still, creditor governments in the 
so-called Paris Club have recently 
granted rescheduling of official 
debt on very favorable terms to 
Zaire, Uganda, Mauritania and 
Mozambique, under an easier po- 
licy toward the poorest states. 

The African ministers decided 
the debt conference should also 
discuss such issues as the collapse 
of commodity prices, the deterio- 
rating terms of trade of African 
countries and protectionism in the 
industrial world, the sources said. 


Norway Fears Tax Break May Spur Too Much Drilling, Hurting Economy

OSLO — A year ago. as falling oil prices 
led to feaxs for the future of North Sea 
energy exploitation, Norway’s government 
moved quickly to create tax incentives to 
encourage ofl field development. 

Now, the worries have turned 180 de- 
grees. Economists are concerned that there 
may be too much d rilling toward the end of 
the decade, aggravating inflation, labor 
shortages and dependence on the oil sector. 

“Last summer, tbe worry was that there 
wouldn't be any decisions to develop oal 
fields,” said Egil HeUe, chief spokesman 
for Norway’s Ministry of Petroleum and 
Energy. 

“That was tbe main reason we changed 
the tax regime. Now we have a queue of 
projects. All the operators want to do 
something now” 


He conceded that, in retrospect, (he oil 
tax reforms, along with rising oil prices, 
could be said to have overstimulated off- 
shore investments. 

Mr. Hdle said that annual investment in 
North Sea development, now running at 
considerably less than 30 billion kroner 
(about $4.43 bQhon) per year, could rise to 
40 billion kroner or more in the early 1990s 
if all the operators’ plans were fulfilled 

Previous estimates, the energy ministry 
spokesman said, had been for around 30 
billion kroner per year. 

Mr. HeOe hinted that the government 
may exercise its right to delay projects to 
prevent an investment boom in the late 
1980s and early 1990s. 

Such a boom could lead to most of 
Norway's known oil reserves being 
pumped dry by (be turn of the century. 

One aO specialist at a Norwegian bank 


disagreed that tax incentives had been the 
most important factor in the looming in- 
vestment boom. 

The analyst, who asked not to be identi- 
fied, said the main factor was lower prices 
for cxl-Geld equipment, which had led to 
oversupply. 

This had been caused, he said, by plum- 
meting oil prices, which had forced col 
companies to drive hard bargains with off- 
shore suppliers and service companies. 

Still, the most imnwi riiate problem is a 
possible dip in investments in 1988-89 that 
could be avoided by authorizing some new 
projects or accelerating others. 

While economists are not always happy 
with Norwegian industry’s dependence on 
orders from the energy sector, they agree 
that boosting offshore activity is the quick- 
est way to boost key industrial sectors. 

“Total manufacturing in Norway grew 8 


percent from 1980 to 1986,” said John 
Rognc, an economist at the Norwegian 
Industry Federation. 

“The effect of deliveries to the North Sea 
was 7 percent, and of other industrial or- 
ders, just 1 percent." he said. 

Haakon Lavik. a spokesman for Norsk 
Hydro A/S. the big energy, metals and 
chemicals group, said, “The investment 
level for the second half of I9S7 and the 
first half of 1 988 is relatively low compared 
to the levels that Norwegian society is used 
to.” 

However, because of the long-term na- 
ture of offshore development, a few early 
starts would raise the “peak" forecast for 
the early 1990s even higher. 

One such project is the Snorre field, 
operated by Norway's Saga Petrol aim. 

“It was declared commercial this 
spring." said Per Fjermestad, Saga’s fi- 


nance director. "The total investment by 
the consortium will be 30 billion kroner, of 
which half will be invested before 1992.” 
“The government looks at the total fig- 
ures. and that's the reason for their con- 
cern." he said. “But we expect approval." 

Norsk Hydro’s Oseberg Nord field is 
one project the government would like to 
see speeded up to fill tbe potential 1988-89 
gap, but the effort has been slowed by 
bickering about whether the new, more 
favorable tax regime should apply. 

At one point this spring. Norsk Hydro 
said it would stop development unless the 
project was given tax concessions available 
for projects launched after Jan. 1, 1986. 

By saying it would come up with a plan 
for developing Oseberg Nord this fall, 
Norsk Hydro, in the words of one observer, 
“decided to grit its teeth and go ahead 
anyway." 


OPEC Is Said to Exceed 
Quota, Depressing Prices 

Increase Laid to Kuwait, UJLE., Iraq 
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NEW YORK —OPEC’s ofl out- 
put is above 18 millioa barrels a 
day and may be near 19 million, the 
highest level since last August and 
as much as 23 million barrels over 
its quota, according to analysts. 

Peter Beutel, oil analyst with El- 
ders Futures Inc, said, “High- 
placed sources within OPEC are 
telling us that their recent produc- 
tion is about 18.9 million barrels a 
day.” 

The current quota of the Organi- 
zation of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries is 16.6 million a day. 

That quota, announced June 27, 
is a slight increase from a previous 
quota of 15.8 million barrels, and 
was designed to protect OPEC’s 
SI 8-a-banel benchmark price. 

Analysts said the higher produo- 
don had contributed to the factors 
that drove prices down by $1 40 a 
barrel last week. 

At the dose of trading Friday on 
the New York Mercantile Ex- 
change, West Texas Intermediate 
crude for September delivery was 
quoted at $2035, down 68 cents, 
and more than $1.30 bdow a week 
earlier. 

Joe Stamslaw, managing director 
of Cambridge Energy Research As- 
sociates. said be estimated that 
weekly OPEC output was now av- 
eraging 18.6 million lo 19 million 
barrels a day. 

He said the increased production 
was a reaction to recent higher 
prices and tension in the Gulf. 
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Last Monday, the Middle East 
Economic Survey estimated July 
production at 18.6 mUHoa barrels a 
day. Mr. Stamslaw said his re- 
search group estimated output at 
18 million to 183 million for July. 

Analysts and company officials, 
who asked not to be named, said 
much of the increased OPEC out- 
put was coming from Kuwait, the 
United Arab Emirates and Iraq, 
with Iran at its quota level. 

The analysts estimated Kuwaiti 
output at 2 million barrels, against 
a quota of 0396 million; the 
UAJL at up to 13 million, against 
a quota of 0.948 milli on; and Iraq 
at about 2.4 millioa. against a 
deemed quota of 134 million. 

Iraq refused to sign the latest 
quota agreement alter it was denied 
a demand for production equality 
with its war rival, Iran. 

Mr. Beutel said that rising pro- 
duction represented OPECs reac- 
tion to the rise in oil prices of the 
past few months and an attempt to 
cash in on that before prices ease. 

“They are taking advantage of 
(he higher prices and can say in 
their own defense that, with spot 
prices well above the official prices, 
this really does not represeni a 
breakdown of discipline." be said.

Foreign Investment in China Falls • 

United Press ImemaiipnoJ 

BEIJING — Foreign investment in China dropped by 23.4 percent 
in the first rix months of Lhis year, but an economic official denied 
that the decline reflected uncertainty about China’s political climate. 

Foreign companies signed investment contracts valued at 51.09 
billion from January to June, compared with $1 .42 billion in the same 
period last year, said Wang Yongjun, a spokesman for the Foreign 
Trade Ministry. It was the third successive six-monthly decline. 

Mr. Wang denied that the new decline reflected concern about the 
political climate after the ouster Jan. 16of the Communist Party chief, 
Hu Yaobang, and a subsequent crackdown on Western influence. 

He attributed the decrease in new contracts to China's efforts to 
discourage investment in nonproductive ventures such as hotels and 
restaurants and to auract more export-oriented industries.

PARIS — Stephen Roche swept 
into Paris Sunday as tbe winner of 
toe Tour de France bicycle race, 
capping a remarkable year of 
comebacks. 

“You can guess how happy I 
am.” he said as a French military 
band struck up Ireland's national 
anthem, “Amhnin na bhFiamC or 
“The Soldier’s Song.** Then toe 27- 
year-old Roche's eyes filled with 
tears as he listened on toe victory 
podium with Prime Minister 
Charles Haughey of Ireland. 

At this time last year, Roche was 
finishing tbe Tour de France in 
48th place during an injury- 
wracked year in which he won not a 
angle race. 

And now, in two months, he had 
won the Giro, or Tour of Italy, and 
toe Toot de France, becoming only 
the fifth rider to record that de- 
manding double in tbe same year. 
The others were Fausto Coppi, Jac- 
ques Anquetil, Eddy Merekx and 
Bernard Hinault — four of toe 
greatest racers ever. 

Roche, who rides for the Carrera 
team based in Italy, won tbe 26-day 
Tour de France by 40 seconds over 
Pedro Delgado of Spain. 

Tbe lead translated into little 
more than half a kilometer of toe 
4,100 kilometers (2,500 miles) the 
race had covered since it left West 
Beilin on July 1. In overall elapsed 
time, Roche finished in 1 15 hours, 
27 minutes, 42 seconds as 135 rid- 
ers remained of Lhe 207 who set out 
in Berlin. 

Hts margin of victory was the 
second smallest in the history of toe 
race, which began in 1903 and has 
been halted only by world wars. In 
1968, the gap between toe first two 
finishers was 38 seconds. 

Despite toe relativdy slight lead, 
Roche was never threatened Sunday 
by Delgado, who rides for the PDM 
tenm based in toe Netherlands. 
When Delgado lost toe leader's yel- 
low jersey Saturday in a time trial in 
Dijon, he vowed to attack at the 
start of the 192-kilometer stage from 
the Paris suburb of Creteil. 

But he could do nothing to make 
up the lost time on toe flat course, 
which terminated in six circuits of 
the Champs-Elysees. 

“1 had no problems at all today,” 
Roche said. “Everything went per- 
fectly.” 

Finishing near toe front of toe 
pack and surrounded by team- 
mates to protect him against a flat 
or a fall, Roche threw up his arms 
and broke into a radiant smile as be 
crossed tbe line. 

Drawn by a rare sunny day.- a 
crowd estimated at half a million 
lined toe broad avenue from the 
Arc de Triomphe to the TuHeries 
gardens to cheer toe rid ere across 
Ibefinisb. 

The last sprint was won by Jeff 
Pierce, an American with the 7- 
Eleven team, who beat Steve Bauer, 
a Canadian with Toshiba, by a sec- 
ond. Third was Wim van Eynde, a 
Belgian with toe Joker team. 

The triumphs by an Irishman 
and an American underlined toe 
changing face of professional cy- 
cling, which as recently as the start 
of this decade was exclusively a 
European sport. 
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Stephen Roche led a pack of riders through the Place de la 
Concorde during Sunday's final stage of the Tour de France. 


The women’s Tour de France 
also finished Sunday on the 
Champs- Elysies, with Jeannie 
Lon go of France winning that race 
by 2:52 over Maria Canins of Italy. 
Canins won toe last rwo years, with 
Longo second both times. 

Roche’s victory was worth more 
than SI 00,000 in prizes, including 
cash, a vacation studio and such 
bric-a-brac as a diamond-studded 
plaque and a Sevres vase. In all, 
more than SI million in prizes was 
distributed during toe race. 

Other nugor winners included 
Herrera as toe top climber, Bernard 
as the best all-around rider, Raul 
Alcala of Mexico as toe best rider 
under age 24 and Jean-Paul Van 
Poppd as the points champion. 
Roche held toe green jersey of 
points leader until Sunday’s finish, 
when Van Poppel beat him to toe 
line. Alcala finished ninth. 21:49 
behind, as toe highest-ranked rider 
for toe U.S. 7-Eleven team. 

From tbe tour's start Roche had 
been among tbe handful of favorites 
in what was regarded as a wide-open 
race after the retirement of Hinault 
and toe withdrawal of last year’s win- 
ner. Greg LeMond of the United 
Slates, because of a hunting accident. 

The Irishman, who is considered 
to be one of the smartest tactical 
riders, planned his tour carefully. 
Even in Berlin he was saying that 
be did not want to attempt to take 
the yellow jersey too early and then 
have to defend it against all comers. 


His goal was to move into toe 
lead in the final time trial, which be 
did. Against his wishes, though, he 
took the jersey in the first day in tbe 
Alps and willingly yielded it tbe 
next day to Delgado, tbe eighth 
man to wear it during the race. 

But toe Spaniard, a stronger 
climber, was unable to build a big 
lead in toe mountains. The farthest 
ahead he could get was 39 seconds, 
and Roche took back 18 with an 
attack on toe final descent. That 
surprised Delgado, who is one of 
toe swiftest descenders around. 

This victory was far more plea- 
surable for Roche than his triumph 
in June in toe Tour of Italy. Then, 
he found himwlf in trouble with 
Carrera team management, which 
would have preferred a victory by 
teammate Roberto Visentmi of Ita- 
ly, who finished second. 

Tension of toe team grew so in- 
tense that its manag er even threat- 
ened to run Roche off the road with 
his car if be persisted in what be- 
came a triumphal breakaway. 

Finally, before his victory was 
assured. Carrera officials warned 
that if he did not allow Visentini to 
win, Roche would not be allowed 
to ride in the Tour de France. 

All those troubles were forgotten 
on the victory podium Sunday, of 
course, as Carrera officials Jostled 
with French and Irish politicians to 
embrace the man in toe yellow jer- 
sey and to smile with him for the 
photographers.

For the moment Goelet, 56. has lighted 
briefly at Sandricoart, a chiteau with 
10,000 acres of grounds some 45 minutes 
north of Paris that his family bought for 
shooting in 1903 and that was twice occu- 
pied by Hermann Gdring in World War 
n (the family chef, who had gone off in a 
huff to work briefly for rile Kaiser, used 
to wear his German medals while he 
cooked, intimidating Gdring's men into 
docility). 

There used to be vineyards at Sandri- 
court and one day Goelet will replant. 
“Until the Hundred Years War this was 
the biggest wine-producing area in 
France,” he says. 

Coder’s mother was a Guestier, one of 
the leading wine families of Bordeaux, 
but Goelet was not interested in mating 
Bordeaux wines. “Bordeaux is too self- 
satisfied and more interested in real es- 
tate than wine- making.” he says. Some 
years ago be visited a California cousin. 
“We opened a bottle which bad an enor- 


mous mushroom coming out of it and no 
labeL It turned out it was a California 
wine. It was delicious. I said to mysdf, 
why waste my rime being the last kid on 
the block in Bordeaux. Lets make a good 
wine in California." 

In 1972 he started his Qos du Val 
Wine Co. Ltd. in Napa Valley, having 
hired Bernard Porter, the very young son 
of the technical director of Chateau La- 
fire. as his aide. In 1986. al a New York 
blind tasting organized by Steven Spurri- 
er. IbeClosdu Val *72 brat a Montrose, a 
lixjviHe- Las- Cases and a Moutan Roth- 
schild. The Bordelais were not amused. 

“The tasting did not canse us any great 
friendships,” Godet says evenly. He is 
for blind tastings — “they take the stuff- 
ing out of a lot of people who are pomp- 
ous” — but says they have their limits. 
He once correctly identified a wine be 
had never tasted, simply by educated 
guesswork, while another time, because 
be was in a bad mood, he missed the wine 
grown next to his Talianri vineyards in 
Australia.

The three 
brothers tend to keep quiet about their 
philanthropies and achievements. “Note 
of us asks what the others do," John says.
